Purpose and History

The Board of Regents established lowa Public Radio (IPR) to oversee public radio operations licensed to lowa's public universities
in December of 2004. Prior to that, each university operated its own radio stations. The consolidation of the stations under the IPR
umbrella allows for better statewide coordination in programming and coverage.

The Board of Directors for IPR consists of an appointee from each of the three state university presidents and two community
members appointed by the Board of Regents.

IPR manages station operations for WOI AM and FM, licensed to lowa State University, WSUI-AM and KSUI-FM, licensed to the
University of lowa, and KUNI-FM and KHKE-FM, licensed to University of Northern lowa. They broadcast programs from National
Public Radio, Public Radio International, and American Public Media, along with local content on weekends and evenings.
